
Stress and COVID-19 
Some of us are experiencing more symptoms of stress as the COVID-19 situation goes on. Being able to 

recognize common stress symptoms can help you manage them. Stress can affect your body, mood, and 

behavior and how you feel can change moment to moment. 

Common effects of stress: 

On your body On your mood On your behavior 

Headache Anxiety Overeating or undereating 
Muscle tension or pain Restlessness Angry outbursts 

Chest pain*** Lack of motivation or focus Drug or alcohol misuse 
Fatigue Feeling overwhelmed Tobacco use 

Sleep problems Irritability or anger Social withdrawal 
Stomach upset Sadness or depression Exercising less often

Act to manage your stress: 

If you have stress symptoms, taking steps to manage your stress can have many health benefits. Explore 

stress management strategies such as: 

 Get regular physical activity 

 Drink plenty of water; water will help flush out the stress chemicals 

 Talk to people you trust; talk is very healing and helps alleviate stress 

 Practice relaxation techniques such as deep breathing, meditation, or yoga 

 Keep a sense of humor 

 Stay in touch with family and friends 

 Enjoy hobbies such as reading or listening to music 

During the COVID-19 situation, other strategies that can help include: 

 Establish a routine for the day, get up at the same time every day, “get ready” for the day, have 

meals on a schedule, adding some exercise  

 Try to maintain a regular sleep schedule 

 Find trusted news sources and be sure to give yourself time away from the news
